Should he still remain at the court 
of a foreign king, special agents were 
sent to kill him and destroy his estab­ 
lishment. 
This state of affairs last­ 
ed until the reign of Louis XIV of 
France, 
when 
Colbert, 
the 
famous 
minister, 
began 
to 
break 
up 
tile 
Venetian monopoly of mirror making. 
In the face of all the disastrous laws 
of Italy, he Imported twenty artisans 
from the mirror guild of Venice, and 
established them in Paris, in the F au­ 
bourg ,St. Antoine, where they enjoyed 
the protection and patronage of tile 
king. 
Thus was the mirror Industry firmly 
established In France. Later on, when 
it was safe, these artisans were dis­ 
tributed to other parts of the king­ 
dom, and several manufactories start­ 
ed in the provinces.

“We know that war is terrible,” says 
a bulletin just issued by the Legion’s 
commission. 
Many brave lives have 
been sacrificed In defense of Ameri­ 
can principles and ideals. 
Are we p>- 
ing to allow desecration of these lives 
by a lot of extreme pacifists who hide 
behind the cloak of the Deity?” the 
bulletin asks. 
Garland W. Powell, director of th,* 
Americanism commission, prepared the 
bulletin, in which he says that the 
Womens’ Peace society, Hie Womens’ 
Peace Union of 
the Western Hem­ 
isphere, and the Fellowship of Youth 
for Peace are bodies which, in exact­ 
ing anti-war pledges from members, 
will preclude such Americans from par­ 
ticipation In defense of the United 
States, should It he drawn into war. 
Ho says that the efforts of these or­ 
ganizations are used by radicals as 
tools, and that. working in fertile fields 
among the youth and Bible classes of 
the nation, they are gaining strength. 
He urges that every American who 
learns of such meetings attend, and if 
possible present the patriotic view­ 
point of America.

They are the tools of tho 
bolsheviks, the revolutionary radicals 
and the 
communists,” 
the bulletin 
says. 
“Nothing would suit them bet­ 
tor than to have all Americans sign 
pledges of this kind. Then they would 
walk In, seize our country and destroy 
our Institutions.

when such anti-American movements 
as the one described are In progress.

It is a psychological offspring 
of the Word “right,” and its meaning 


o f “In conformity with moral law. per­ 
mitted by the principle which ought to 
regulate conduct,” and so on. 
The word as applied to the side of 
the human body which is toward the 
east when the face is turned to the 
north is of exactly the same deriva­ 
tion, and owes its present application 
to the fact that most people are “right­ 
handed,’ and therefore the right hand 
is the right hand to do things with. 
By extension the word came to cover 
that whole side of the body. And so 
in getting out of bed. if the right foot 
is right, the left foot must he wrong. 
Moreover, the word ••left” is from the 
Anglo-Saxon, meaning worthless, and. 
applied originally to the left arm, has 
suffered the same extension as the 
word "right’’ over the one side of the 
body.

An increase ut over 1,800,(KXI gal­ 
lons in the annual milk production of 
New Castle county, D elaw are, without 
increasing the num ber of dairy cows 
owned, has followed five y e a rs’ dairy 
im provem ent work, in which the coun­ 
ty agent, progressive dairy farm ers, 
aud agricultural organizations co-op­ 
erated. 
This county is located n ear a 
large city, affording a good m arket for 
whole milk, und dairying is an impor­ 
tant farm Industry. 
When extension 
w ork In dairying 
w as begun in New C astle county, many 
farm ers were In the habit of buying a 
medium type Of grade cow without a 
gu aran ty of health. 
Follow ing a coun­ 
ty m eeting of dairym en in 1918, four 
carloads of pure bred cows from herds 
under federal supervision for tubercu­ 
losis control were brought in und dis­ 
tributed as far as possible at the rate 
of one to a farm, so th a t as many 
farm ers as possible m ight learn lur 
them selves w hether or not the invest­ 
ment paid. 
T he boys and girls on the 
farm s became interested, w ere organ­ 
ized into a chil), an d a pu re bred < alf 
secured by each m em ber. 
New clubs 
have been organized each y e a r follow­ 
ing, and exhibits of club m em bers’ 
stock are a feature of d istrict shews 
and the state fair.

Creature of My tiery 
Found in Ant Colony 
The most mysterious personage in 
a colony of African driver ants is a 
creature perhaps an inch and a half 
long and three-quarter* of an inch 
high. 
It Is not an ant. In fact, so 
lur as science is concerned, says Prof. 
It. L. Garner in the Century maga 
r.ine, it is us yet unclassified. 
In comparison with the ants, con­ 
tinues Professor Garner, It is enor­ 
mous. 
The creature—there is only 
one to a colony—looks for all the 
world like a tiny elephant in a circus 
parade as it lumbers along in the rear 
j part of the line of march. Its body 
is about as thick as your finger, and 
its legs are proportionately heavy ami 
help to increase the resemblance to 
an elephant. There is always a body­ 
guard five or six deep round it as 
it marches. 
The thing is hardly a prisoner, for it 
has never been found anywhere ex­ 
cept in a column of driver ants. What 
its sex is is doubtful. Several of the 
driver anrs were taken to Germany a 
few years ago and examined, but'no 
important knowledge was gained. Per­ 
sonally I have never captured one of 
the creatures, but I strongly suspect 
that it is really tho queen of the col­ 
ony. For in ail species of the hymen­ 
optera, which includes ants, the queen 
appears to be an anomalous creature, 
many times larger than

members of the colony and always 
different In form.
